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FOR STREET SPitINKLING. 


Berkeley spends several 
thousand 
dollars a year for street sprinkling ahd 
(his sum is growing larger each year as 
new streets are being macadamized, 
the demand for water fot domestic 
purpose* it growing larger each year 
also, and in time fresh water will be 
two valuable for street sprinkling. 


Several towns ia the State have been 
wing for-some time <ak water, and ft 
has proved to be far superior to fresh 
water For street sprinkling, as it seems 
to form a hard crust upon the streets, 
which is easily kept sprinkled, and 
which prevents the streets from be­ 
coming in dusty as at present 
In 
fact salt wa*er preserves the streets. 


The GAZETTE haa frequently called 
attention to this fact and would now 
urge it upon the Board of Trustees as a 
matter, not only of economy, but of 
prudence. 
A large tank could be 
erected in North Berkeley Which could 
be pumped .lull of water from West 
BerkeUiy where a pumprng 
station 
could be put in at a very small cost 
From this tank or reservoir pipes 
could be run to the different parts of 
tbe'city, and-they would all have suffi- 
. dent-fall to allow of wetting down the 
ktrdetswith a hose from standpipes 
that can beset up at intervals. 


In this way the whole town can be 
watered at a very small cost. 
The salt 
water would harden the streets that 
have not been jnacadamized and make 
them passable; it would also stop the 
growth of weeds that, constantly dis­ 
figure-our streets. 


The new Street Superintendent of 
Oakland is giving the matter a great 
deal df thought and he will make an 
exhaust pre report in favor of the use of 
' sprinkling the streets of Oakland at the 
nett meeting of the Board of Public 
Works, 


He Mates that the cost of a pump­ 
ing plant would nearly be paid for the 
first'year by the use of salt water, be­ 
sides the money that would be saved 
in the repairing of streets. 


We think that this is a matter that 
our Board ot Trustees should look into 
and investigate thoroughly. 
Mr. Mar­ 
tin, of the Board, is thoroughly con­ 
versant with the cost of pipe and pump­ 
ing plants generally, and he could en­ 
lighten the Board and the people very 
much as to how much a pumping plant 
and pipes would cost to put up and 
maintain.

THE LIGHT IS NEEDED. 


A GAZETTE representative has thor­ 
oughly examined Second street 
where 
the electric tight now is, and whidh it 
is proposed to remove to Third and 
Bristol streets, and is firmly convinced 
that the property owners are right in 
their protest against the removal of the 
light from Second street 
There is a 
great deal of valuable 
property on 
Second street, and here is where the 
tramps hie themselves at night if there 
is no electric light burning. 
When 
the electric light is burning the 
watch­ 
man can easily discover and dislodge 
the tramp, who might while smoking 
accidently set fire to the lumber and 
factories in that neighborhood. 
Their 
protest should "be sustained and the 
light left Where it is. 


On the other hand there should t e 
a light at the comer ot Third and 
Bristol streets, as that is the railroad 
station for West Berkeley and as there 
are no stores 
or residences in the 
neighborhood, it is rathei a dark and 
lonesome place for passengers to go 
to and from the city at night. 
As the 
Railroad Company has incandescent 
lights in the waiting room, it might if 
asked, put up a cluster of lights on the 
corner of Third and Bristol streets for 
the benefit of the public. 
As the Rail­ 
road Company has got the whole of 
Third street from University avenue to 
(he detriment ot the public it could 
well afford to place an electric light at 
the corner of Third and Bristol streets.

PENMANSHIP O F 


CLEVER COLORED CONVICT. 


The Xotortona Csrfew of George Lewis. 
Started by rftgnbts; Forced Orders In the 
ttu 
DetmrtiHe^t—How He Badtwd i 
Drift Worn to to •ao.ooo. 


The authorities of Leavenworth ooun 
ty, Ran.— are exerting every means at 
their octtKmand to capture George Lew 
is, the notorious colored forger, who is 
wanted in'Topeka for swindling a ntim 
ber of wholesale merchants ont of a 
large amount of goods. 


Lewis has a remarkable career, is a 
man of Superior attainments and has 
always been a genius for forgery and 
conspiracy. He is about 42 years old, 
well educated and cultured in manner. 


His parents, in southern France, are 
well to do, and he received his educa­ 
tion in one of the famous polytechnic 
schools of that country. 
When he was 
a boy, his father removed to Amerioa, 
and shortly after the war located in 
Providence. He afterward went to Vir 
ginia. 
The fortunes of the elder Lewis 
went amiss, and when George was ap­ 
proaching his majority he was left to 
his own resources. He enlisted in the 
Ninth oavalry, and there attracted the 
attention of the officers by his bright 
ness of mind and was given important 
assignments of duty, finally becoming a 
messenger in the war department at 
Washington. It was while in that posi­ 
tion that he committed his first forgery. 
He learned the details of the business 
system of the war department and be­ 
came acquainted with the signatures of 
all of the officers. 
He was a splendid 
penman and began to imitate them. In 
this way he was very successful, and he 
uttered numerous orders on the quarter­ 
master of his regiment for supplies, 
which were invariably honored. Final­ 
ly he grew bolder and was caught. He 
was convicted and sentenced to ten 
years' imprisonment in the penitentiary 
at Lansing, Kan., which at that time 
was used for government prisoners. 


While in prison he was given a posi­ 
tion in the warden's office and was 
granted many privileges. On account of 
his good behavior he was given credit, 
and in 1888 had but three more years 
to serve. 


It was at this time that he conceived 
and executed a daring plan to secure his 
liberty. 
He wrote to a friend in Wash­ 
ington and requested that he be sent 
blank letter heads and envelopes from 
the war department. These were smug­ 
gled to hiiii in the prison. 


On one of these letter heads he wrote 
a letter to John H. Smith, at that time 
warden of the prison, ordering bis own 
release and forging the name of the 
then secretary of war, with whose sig­ 
nature he had become familiar by hav­ 
ing frequently seen letters fnom him tc 
Warden Smith concerning government^ 
convicts'. He sent the letter properly" 
addressed to Smith in a war department 
envelope to a friend in Washington, 
who dropped it in the maiL It was re­ 
ceived by the warden and was about tc 
be honored when the warden's suspi­ 
cions were aroused by an unusual post­ 
script requesting him to return the or­ 
der to the department after Lewis had 
been released. 
The warden then tele­ 
graphed the department at Washington, 
and learning that the pardon was a for­ 
gery had Lewis taken from his position 
in the warden's office and put to work 
in the coal mine. 
Lewis never could 
tell the reason why he added the post­ 
script 
At the same time he wrote bis 
own pardon he prepared a way to get 
money for himself. 
Through a friend 
he purchased a draft from the Leaven­ 
worth National bank on a bank in 
Lynchburg, Va., for $3. 
He also pro­ 
cured a blank letter head and envelope 
of the bank. The draft he raised to 
$20,000, and on the back of it wrote an 
indorsement, showing that 9300 had al­ 
ready been paid on the draft and leav­ 
ing a balance due of f19,800. 
With a 
pen he forged the bank's stamp, copy­ 
ing it from stamps on the back of a 
check that came under his observation 
in the warden's office. 
The cashier of 
the bank received the draft and said 
that he would not have hesitated to 
have paid the money, as the draft and 
letter bore every indication of having 
eojfafl directly from the cashier .of the 
Leavenworth bank.—Portland Orego- 
nian.

CONSUMPTION. 


Care of the **attient, That His goffering! 
May Be lessened. 


The successful treatment of consump­ 
tion—and by this is meant making the 
antferer better able to bear his burden, if 
not actually lifting it from his shoul­ 
ders—is largely a question of nursing. 
If the disease has already gained a foot­ 
hold medicine in most instances is of no 
avail except in postponing the evil day, 
and even if it were otherwise a few 
general rules would be just as essential 
to insure the comfort of the patient 
While recovery is going on. 


In the first place, then, we' must un­ 
derstand exactly the condition of the 
consumptive, not so much by ascertain­ 
ing the location and extent of his disease 
as by familiarizing ourselves with his 
temperament, his likes and dislikes, and, 
above all, with his power of endurance 
and resistance. 


If we will bear these things in mind 
we may be able to do all that is possible 
for the sick one—namely, to enable him 
to withstand the onslaught of the dis­ 
ease until nature shall gain the control­ 
ling hand. So successful is thin method 
of treatment that it often results in a 
complete or at least a temporary cure. 


Consumption is one of the most de­ 
vitalizing of diseases. Not only does it 
attack the lungs, but the action of the 
nervous system is sooner or later seri­ 
ously interfered with, the digestion im­ 
paired, and the simplest form of excite­ 
ment renders even the circulation of the 
blood dangerous from being overactive. 


We shall oome nearest to striking at 
the root of all these troubles if we direct 
our energies toward limiting the fre­ 
quency and severity of the cough, and in 
this we have not only to follow the ad­ 
vice of tho physician, taking cure that 
his directions are exactly carried out, 
but we must give careful attention to 
nursing. 


To prevent the first paroxysm of cough­ 
ing, whioh is usually incited in the 
morning by the exertion of rising, a 
warm cup of tea or an eggnog should be 
taken before the patient leaves the bed. 


A glass of something warm, like hot 
milk or gruel, should also be taken be­ 
fore retiring, and plenty of time should 
be allowed in preparing for the bed. 
The patient should sleep in blankets, 
and a glass of warm drink should be 
placed within reach in caso ho should 
wake through the night. 


If the presence of food in the stomach 
causes the reappearance of the cough 
after meals, some suitable preparation 
of pepsin should be used to hasten the 
digestion, and an hour or two's rest 
should be taken immediately after the 
meal—Youth's Companion. 


AN AVENUE O F IDOLS. 


Doable Row of Japanese Bnddhma 
Which Cannot Be Counted. 


Close to this interesting 'pool is the 
avenue of images, representing the 
Amida Buddha. The idols vary in size, 
but are similar in design. There are sev­ 
eral hundred of them altogether, and 
they sit facing one another in two long 
rows. We asked the little Jap who 
brought us to the place how many of 
them there were. In an awed whisper 
he replied, "Nobody knows." Then he 
told us how impossible it was to count 
them. Each image was made unsightly 
by having numbers of little bits of paper 
stuck on to it and chewed bits of paper 
which had been spat at it. The object of 
this disfiguration we failed to discover, 
though our friend Hojo informed us they 
were put on by the young priests, a part 
of whose novitiate it was to attempt to 
count the Bnddhas. 


There is evidently something wrong 
with these idols, for no one has ever 
been able to reckon them up the same 
twice over, in spite of sticking a piece 
of paper to tick each one off. Of oourse 
two unsuperstitious Englishmen were 
not to be humbugged by native stories, 
so M. (my traveling companion) and I, 
thinking the whole thing ridiculous, de­ 
cided to count the mysterious images. 
We started on co-operative lines, each 
taking a side of the avenue. Our efforts, 
however, were fruitless, for we had not 
numbered off more than a dozen each, 
before M. (whose eyes were not so good 
as they had once been) shouted across to 
me: " I say, I saw one of them on your 
side moving. I'm certain I did. They're 
uncanny. Let's give it up." This inter­ 
ruption of oourse upset all my calcula­ 
tions, but we soon came oh the moving 
image, whioh turned -out to be nothing 
more than one of the old Frenchmen, 
seated peacefully among the statues and 
looking in his whitecloth.es for all the 
world life a jolly, fat, old Buddha.— 
Gentleman's Magazine. 


4,000 Miles With a Wheelbarrow. 


In 1878 Lyman Potter of New York 
state performed the prodigious task of 
pushing a common "paddy" wheelbar­ 
row across the continent. He started 
from his home on Dane street, Albany, 
on the morning of April 10, 1878, and 
arrived in San Francisco on the after­ 
noon of Oct. 5 of the same year, being 
almost exactly 178 days (five hours and 
three minutes over) in performing the 
wearisome feat 
Potter was a shoe­ 
maker, and the trip was the result of a 
wager made by some friends who be­ 
lieved that such a trip would occupy at 
least 200 days. The wager was $1,000, 
but Potter made between three and five 
times that sum advertising for different 
parties along the route. The wheelbar­ 
row was made specially for the use to 
which it was put and weighed but 75 
pounds. The distance traveled by Pot­ 
ter was exactly 4,086% miles.—St 
Louis Republic.
